Government Officials Urge Potsoning 
Adult Hoppers Before Kgg Laying 
Begins — Pair Killed Now Means 
300 Less Next Year ; 


Officials of. the, federal and :provin- 
cial. departments of agriculture 
working on ‘the .grasshopper cam- 
paign in Alberta have issued a strong 
appeal to farmers in the infested 
areas to redouble their efforts dur- 
ing the next few weeks, declaring 
that the critical point has now been 
reached, 


“There is a general Impression 
that poisoning Operations can no 
longer be carried on to advantage, 
declared H. L. Seamens, of the Dom- 
inion entomological service at Leth- 
bridge, who has been working in co- 
operation with the provincial fleld 
branch, which have been di- 
recting the campaign against the 
hoppers. ‘Time spent on spreading 
bait during July and August Is well 
repaid, not only in actual crop say- 
ing but in reducing the hopper mer- 
next year.”

Bait Stations to Keep Open 

Bait mixing stations which have 
been in operation will be kept open, 
state provincial officials, and bait 
will be available without charge for 
any who will use it. There is possi- 
bility of extensive migrationg of hop- 
during the summer, These 
swarms may drop into any district 
where there is green vegetation and 
cuuse serious losses in a very short 
time. Such migrating hoppers are 
exceedingly hungry after their long 
flight and will take poisoned bait 
very rapidly. The young hoppers 
feed on the leaves of plants and the 
loss caused is minimized with favor- 
weather. The loss caused by 
full grown hoppers is greatly 
under-estimated and is irreparable. 
The winged hoppers usually feed 
high up on the stem, dropping the 
heads of grain to the ground, and 
seriously reducing the yleld Such 
reduced by using ba’'t. 
The winged grasshoppers will soon 
be concentrated in restricted areas 
for feeding and egg-laying. Any such

PROPLE WANT 


In organizing a series of economic 
conferences thruout the province, 
the Alberta Liberal party has intro 
duced a novel and unique plan of 
getting in touch with the people 

Already two such conferences have 
been held—one in Lethbridge and 
one in Medicine Hat. It is proposed 
to hold the third in Calgary in Aug 
ust 6 and 7. 

The Liberal plan ts a radical de 
parture from the customary party 
method of building a platform and 
then going about the country and
